of Shasta; Second, Captain C. IS. John- 
son ol San Francisco ; Third, ex-Assem- 
blyman Bretx of Alameda. 


The First district nominated Matthew 


Harris of Ban Francisco for member of 
the state board of equalization ; Fourth 
district, Jesse Gilmore of Kan Diego; 
Thin] district, L. F. Moulton of Oolusa, 


This afternoon Reynolds of Humboldt 


presented u resolution to have the com- 
mittee en credentials investigate the 
charge that there was a member of the 
convention who held a state oflice in 
violation of the People's Party law. The 
resolution was by consent of Reynolds 
temporarily laid upon the table. It is 
understood that the official referred to 
is Senator Rone, commissioner of public 
works, who ia a member of the commit - 
toe on platform. 


SAURAUNTO, May 23. — The Peoples' 


1'arty platform endorses the Omaha 
platform and joint Farmers' Alliance 
and Labor Congress. 
The platform 


favors national control of railways, tele- 
graph and telephone eyetuins and re- 
peal of the national bank act, declares 
opposition to the issuance of govern- 
ment, state and municipal bonds, favors 
woman suffrage, condemns all opposi- 
tion to the public school system and op- 
jtoses the, Pacific railroad subsidy bill 
and favors the foreclosure and operation 
ot thii roads by the government, favors 
prohibition of Chinese and Japanese im- 
migration and the immediate construc- 
tion and management of the Nicaragua 
canal by the government. 


The platform demands that the legis- 


lature reduce the salaries of all state 
and county employes 26 per cent; favors 
legislation lessening the expense in the 
distribution of estates in probate courts ; 
pledges the People's party candidates if 
elected to a reduction of state, appropri- 
atiuus iiiid expenditures of at least 25 
per cent below the expense of the state 
<;overninent for 1892, saving the taxpay- 
ers annually $ 2,000,000 ; favors re- 
turn to the payment of a regular samry 
to all county and township otlicers in- 
stead of the fee system ;~ recommends 
tluit the legislature impose- an inherit- 
ance tax on all amounts over $20,000, 
the income lo be devoted to the support 
of free kindergartens and public schools; 
avors the retention of arid lands and 
the construction of an irrigation system 
by the government; no person holding 
any federal, state or municipal office 
Chilli be eligible to sit in any convention 
of the People's Party ; fusion with any 
other party is opposed.

Uts energies had been and would be 
bent for the advancement of the party, 
and whatever the outcome he would 
Rtill devote them to that end. 


Webster said he was not an orator, 


like his friend. 
HP. had been a worker 


from his youth and that was his strong- 
hold. As fur t,tie platform, he knew it 
by heart. 3t was broad enough for the 
people of his slate to stand on and he 
thought that a good many of them 
would stand on it. In fact it was about 
all that they had to stand on. The old 
parties hail only about one plank to 
atand on and that was weak. He felt 
honored by this nomination. If the 
delegates go homo and work upon the 
principles of the platform they must 
win.

Ho waa deeply conscious 
of the honor conferred upou him and 
also of tin: obligations it entailed. It 
had come almost spontaneously to him, 
although his friends had suggested it, 
but ho had thought there were other 
men stronger than he, ami this was the 
time when strung men are needed. He 
would endeavor iiot to disgrace them or 
make them feel sorry. He feared they 
bad iniule a mistake, but advised them 
to go on and set as many good men as 
possible on the ticket, taking care to 
distribute nominations throughout the 
state. He bad been told that trades 
unions were radical in tbe extreme and 
liard to unite with, but he had not 
Found them so. When they came to ex- 
imine the principles he advocated they

eurrcd c.arly this morning at Stickle 
Hollow iir which at least live persona 
were killed and eight or more wounded 
Two thousand rioters had assembled ai 
the Stickle Hollow plant to dissuade tin 
minm from going t» work. The work- 
mon were about to comply and go home 
when deputies rushed in the middle ol 
the strikers, got possession of the work- 
men and marched them to the pit. A 
deputy sheriff fired a shot and tho bat- 
tle o[>ened. Volley after volley waa 
fired by each side at close range. The 
striken*' ammunition gave out and (hey 
were forced to ilee. It is said tbe strik- 
ers were advancing on the deputies 
-vhen the latter tired the tirst shot. A 
large number of striktra were arrested 
today who had j-uns and ammunition. 
The killed are all strikers and three 
deputies are among the wounded. To- 
day tho situation at IliH Farm ia de- 
cidedly alarming. Five hundred strik- 
ers marched to tho plant there and are 
said to be planning an attack on the 
works. Fifty deputies are on gu:ml. 
The strikers have determined to force 
ill plants to shin down rt-gardless of 
osti of life.

as a dangerous fauatic. 


Joshua Morgan Hudson- is hia name, 


ind lie is living with his brother-in-law, 
E. 11. Elam, in Kutner colony. Hudson 
Iocs not live in a tent as stated, but oc- 
cupies, with his wife and child, a com- 
fortably 
furnished room in Klam'f 


liouse. The parents of Elam, both well 
stricken in years, also occupy a room in 
the house, which is the only iroprovft- 
nent on a forty-acre rancb farmed by 
the family. The evangelist is a tiller o! 
,tie ground himself, and his clothes bear 
evidence of rough physical toil. 


When tin- reporter introduced him 


self and slated his mission the entir_ 
'amily were assembled in Hudson's 
room. Hudson was told of the charges 
nade against him, of preying on the 
credulity of weak-minded women aud 
reducing domestic discord in the col- 
ny. It was also delicately conveyed to 
:im that he had been represented as 
somewhat of a Lothario us well as a 
ireacher of the gospel. 


Hudson smiled grimly. He is a grim, 


letermined 
looking man, anparently 


.bout 50 years old; of powerful physical 
rame and wears a mustache and chin 
beard of ruddy hue. Ilia \\lfe, a tall, 
ihapely woman, evidently twenty yean 
iis junior, treated him with the g'reat- 
est respect. 


The evangelist does not look like a 


'xHhario, not in the least. He is not 
milt that 
way. 
He wears coarse 


:!othes, which are patched all over bv 
)is thrifty wife, and hia left arm is rep- 
esenti'd by a stump. 
" I served in the war of the rebel- 


ion," said he, inexplanation of the mu- 
ilated arm.

constitution has been drawn by tbe ex- 
ecutive council, and will be submitted 
to the constitutional convention which 
meets May 30th. The new government 
is to he called the republic of Hawaii. 
There will be a president and executive 
council of five. The upper bouse of the 
legislature will consist of fifteen sena- 
tors, who wilt serve six years, and shall 
own property valued at not less than 
$5000. The assembly will consist of 
fifteen members, who shall serve two 
years, and who miiFt be able to read and 
write the English or Hawaiian lan- 
guage, 'flu; legislature will meet every 
two years. 
Members of each house 


shall receive 4400 per session. Tbe pres- 
ident shall have the veto power, which 
may be overruled by a two-thirds vote 
of the legislature. 
Th« constitution 


may be amended in the usual way, ex- 
cept no amendment, containing a propo- 
sition for the establishment of a mon- 
archy eball be entertained. The inten- 
tion is that the lirst president shall be 
appointed foraixvears and he shall be 
President Dole, thereafter the president 
to be elected. It is likely al-o that tbe 
present ministers will be retained for a 
few years.

It should pay a license that 
will cover so near as can be determined 
the public expense which it creates, and 
should be subject to reasonable restric- 
tions.

UK, itml hence it does not on that score 
appear to be an invidious distinction 
against that class of business.

ROAD WORK. INVESTIGATION. 


The grand jury lias under considera- 


.ion certain charges in reuard to the 
uiiappropriation of road funds. One uf 
.lie charges, it is believed, is in relation 
:o a liberal expenditure in Supervisor 
Foster's district outside of an existing 
contract calling for the full care of the 
roads therein. It is also likely that 
;here will be an investigation into vari- 
ous reports in regard to extravagant ex- 
penditures in other districts, and alleged 
unlawful interest therein on the part of 
members of the board.

There was a general feeling of surprise 
on the part of the taxpayers 'of the 
:ounty when it was announced tbat the 
Board of Supervisors in the face of the 
hard times and the heavy extra tax for 
court house construction, had made an 
unusually heavy appropriation for road 
purposes. It was believed by many that 
this appropriation had some connection 
with tbe fact that the. supervisors under 
:he law in force are- the road masters of 
their respective districts and disburse 
ihe moneys appropriated for that pur- 
pose, and this belief lias caused more 
than thd usual amount of attention tu 
be directed to tins branch uf the public 
business. It is a simple statement of 
fact that the taxpayers desire and ex- 
pect a thorough investigation by the 
grand jurj' on this score.

road work in localities which have been 
most under discussion, and such in- 
formation as it has been able to obtain 
will be 
found in 
another column. 


Whether there has been any absolute 
infraction of the law id a question io be 
answered by those empowered to de- 
ide, but that there has been extrava- 
gance, and that the taxpayers have pnid 
very bigli prices for road work at a time 
wben they could ill afford it, can hardly 
be doubted wben the statements of dip- 
interested people are taken into consid- 
eration.

The people of the 
United States use but a small amount of 
raisins, and it is argued that this fact is 
due to the lack of knowledge of the 
various methods of preparing them and 
to ignorance of their cheapness and nu- 
trition R qualities. 
A book of recipes is, 


therefore, being prepared for free distri- 
bution, setting forth the merits of the 
raisin and giving a large number of 
methods in which it may be used. This 
ia a legitimate way in which to increase 
the demand. There are hundreds of 
thousand a who regard the raisin as a 
luxury to be afforded only by the well- 
to-do. If they are convinced that pound 
for pound and coat for cost it affords as 
much nutriment as the common articles 
of diet, there will he a large increase in 
it« ute. The scheme is the best that 
1ms yet been suggested for increasing 
the trade and it should have the hearty 
support uf all the raisin men. 


A practical means for the distribution 


of this useful pamphlet, it occurs to THE 
REPirm.iCAS, would l>e for the growers 
and

to secure

box or hag oi raisins to give 


one to each pun-hater from such pack- 
ages. 
There would evidently b« no

This is an in- 
stance in whirh the i-iiii^nmer was tin- 
cbit-f bt-m-ticiary oi the protective duty, 
for ilie prumcition of thcdomesui,- indus- 
try s-.-rved to bring tbe price of a gre.tl 
fruit prodiu-t within the ie.ii-li of the 
masses. The advantage io labor ean- 
^isted in the enlargement of the field o; 
industry rather than in the advance of 
wage;. 
Hut it was certainly better iVr 


labor to have that industry enlarged 
here instead of in Spain. 


This does not change the fact, how- 


ever, that tbe average rate of wages un- 
der the McKiuley law increased up to 
the time that the Democratic threat to 
wipe out protection began to exercise its 
baleful effect upon the industries of tbe 
country, nor does it take anything from 
tbe fact thst there has been a steady 
increase in the rate of wages and a de- 
crease in the cost of living during a 
quarter of a century of protection, up to 
the advent uf tlie present deplorable 
times. 


These facts the free traders cannot 


answer. 
They establish beyond the 


power of sophistry to disprove, that 
labor has shaved in the benefits of pro- 
tection. 


Tbe Expositor's contention that the 


price of la lor in the raisin industrv is 
governed by the price of hibor iu other 
industries is in part true, and goes to 
establish the fact that all lalwr, whether 
in protected or nun-protected indus- 
tries, is benefited by protection. The 
tendency is to uphold wages in general. 


The fact is tbat wfujes are largely up- 


held by organizations of labor in tbe 
various industries of the country, but 
the further self-evident fact exists and 
i3 unchangeable that the strongest labor 
combination in tbe world cannot fix 
wages beyond the abtl ty of its emplov- 
ers to pay out of tbe proceeds of tbe in- 
dustry in which it is employed. If the 
industry is rendered more profitable by 
protection, la'njr may organize ami se- 
cure good waged thruugh the force of its 
organization, but if the advantages real- 
ized from protection are cut off tlie 
strongest 
of 
labor 
organizations 


cannot 
maintain wages above 
the 


rates existing in similar industries in. 
other countries. Statistics prove tbat 
the intelligent, organized labor of the 
United States has succeeded in getting 
a large share of the benefits realized 
from tbe policy of protection to Ameri- 
can industry. The fortunes of a ma- 
jority of tbe 
millionaires have not 


come 
from 
protected 
mdustried, 


but. 
from the railroads, the telegraph 


und from speculation. Large fortunes, 
of course, have accumulated in the or- 
dinary lines of industry, but in the 
meantime the laborers therein 
have 


had better wages than those of any other 
country in the world. Tlie power of 
men witli a genius for large business 
transactions to amass wealth can only 
be prevented under an entirely differ- 
ent system of government than any 
which exists at present. Free trade 
will not prevent it. The loss of tbe ad- 
vantages of protection, should it occur, 
\\ ill be inevitably transferred to the 
laborer in the form of reduced wages.

Measures should he taken to rid the 
town of thesu cut-throats, but this is a 
work that two men cannot very well 
carry out.

Tupper 
said the Sunday closing men were play 
ing with the u'lephant; trying to mill 
hairs out of his tail without Hiving him 
enough cyanide of potassium to kill 


He continued that his clients had 


come before the board in a constitu- 
tional way to demand their rights. 
"Thank God," said he, ''there is no 
Sunday law, no sumptuary law in Cali- 
fornia. A man in this state is free in 
the pursuit of happiness, BO long as he 
inflicts no injurv on another. 
The 


matter of whether Sunday should bo a 
day of closing is a mere mailer of opin- 
ion among certain men. 
Some believe 


Sunday to be a holy day, others Satur- 
day. 
Nonu of them know anything 


about it. The scriptures can be searched 
and a man Im none the wiser on this 
point. 
What God Almighty intended 


to do can only be guessed at. The dos- 
ing of saloons on Sundays is only cater- 
ing to a certain class. 


':You do not go to a preacber and tell 


him him he shall not preach on Sunday 
because the saloon men don't want the 
church to run. In other words you per- 
mit the law to be warped and human 
freedom spoliated. In saying that a 
man must not drink except when these 
men choose to let him, you are catering 
to a certain class of inen; to that puri- 
tanical doctrine which has Iteen the 
bann of this country from its incep- 


Mr*. Tupper considered that the law 


in this instance was partial and dis- 
criminated against a class. It did not 
interfere with the shoemaker in tne sale 
of shoes, or with the butc.her, or the 
baker, or the grocer. 


'•It is time," concluded the speaker 


"for this state of thimrs to stop. These 
saloon men have rights and intend to 
assert them."

Destructive Insect. 


Calandra granaria, order colooptera; 


family curculioimda:; living in kernels 
of wheat; color reddish brown. The 
female makes u hole with the sharp end 
of her snout in the wheat kernel, in 
which she deposits a single en«. A nian- 
•iit hatches from this which eats the in- 
side ot the kernel, leaving only the 
hull. The maggot fully grown is about 
one-tenth of an inch in length. It re- 
uainsin the kernel nine days after full 
grown in a pupa state, when the perfect 
insect gnaws its way out. The perfect 
insect still continues to feud upon the 
grain. From the laying of the egg till 
the insect matures 'is about forty-five 
days, 
A single pair will produce (>f)f)0 


insects in four and one-half months in 
warm weather. The insects will not 
propagate till the teir.perature of the 
-rain rises above 4S decrees Fahrenheit. 


The only sure remedy for this pest is

EDITOR 
REPCBLICAX : - - - Having read 


your editorial in yesterday's KEi'ri;i.ir.«i, 
headed, "Unfortunate Action,'1 in which 
you say that a test case should have 
been agreed upon and submitted for a 
speedy determination, we wish to say a 
few words to the- public, if you will al- 
low us space in your paper. 


About a month ago we, tbe under- 


signed, went to tbe office of (he District 
Attorney and asked him if he could uot 
negotiate with the Hoard of Superviiore 
to make arrancemeuta for a single te?t 
case, to be made in thie manner: That 
one saloon keeper should violate tho 
ordinance, and the case be conducted in 
a. friendly manner, and the good and 
bad points of the ordinance be brought 
out at the smallest expense to the 
county and the liquor men, with the 
provision that in case of an adverse de- 
cision the violator should not lose hie 
license. Mr. Church replied that he 
would lay the matter before the Board of 
Kuperviaors, and that we should get an 
answer the following day. That morn- 
ing we were told that the board refused 
to have anything to do with a test casn 
or a compromise. 


We wish to state these facts to the

In other words, 
the produce ought to be sold before it is 
made, as 1 proposed to do last year, and 
showed to you by thft contracts made 
subject to. the plant beiu« put up.

We visited the Los Gutoa Grape Com- 
any, which has been in operation for 
wo years. They manufacture, a high 
rade of syrup, which has been sold to 


vJruggists for medicinal purposes and to 
soda fountains aud such placca where 
they use a pure fruit syrup. They have 
not, up to this date, manufactured table 
syrups. Their operations have been on 
a small scale. They inform ua that thev 
have increased their capital stock and 
intend in the near future to co into the 
manufacture of table syrups. They will 
hold a directors' meeting on Saturday 
next, at which time they will discuss 
the advisability of establishing a plant 
in Fresno.

.IcRreo table syrup at from ;JO to 32 cents 
per gallon.
